DRY ENFORCEMENT 
DECLARED IN NEED 
OF CONGRESS’ AD 


Sargent, in Annual Re- 
port, Admits Startling 
Increase in Crime Since 
Dry Law Enactment.

Washington, December 8.—Congress 
must come to the aid of the depart- 
ment of justice if the prohibition and 
other federal laws are to be enforced, 
Attorney General Sargent and his as- 
sistants declare in their annual re- 
ports, which reveal a_ startling in- 
crease in crime since 1920, when the 
prohibition act became effective. 

As these official administration 
views were made public, wets were 
deluging the house and senate’ with 
bills aimed at the Volstead act. Sen- 
atcr Edwards, of New Jersey, a detp- 
ocrat, offered. one to repeal the whole 
dry law. Congress is firmly dry, 
and wets know their measures have 
no chance, but they believe that the 
useful purpose of discussion will be 
served by them, and that ultimately 
they will lead to revision of the dry 
laws. 

Not to be outdone by his demo- 
cratic colleague, Edge, of New Jersey, 
republican, announced he would in- 
troduce two bills, one to legalize 2.75 
per cent beer and the other to re- 
move restrictions on _ prescription 
liquor. Edwards also presented a 4 
per cent beer bill.

Confronted the alternative of 
purchasing additional portable 
schools to care for the influx of pupils 
in the four junior high schools at the

The board adopted the superintend- 
ent’s suggestion that the president of 
the board be authorized to appoint a 
committee to look into advisability of 
instituting the new system by Sep- 
tember, 1926, and to: report back to’ 


the board at as early a date as. prac: | 


ticable. 
Eubanks Opposes Purchase. 

In the debate on purchase of the 
portable buildings, Dr. R. M. Eubanks, 
commissioner from the fourth ward, 
placed himself on record as being op- 
posed unalterably to acauisition of 
any more structures of this type. 

“It is not sound business policy,’’ 
he said. “I would rather see two 
sessions a day in the schools than to 
have the children housed in these non- 
standard class rooms.’’ 


Mrs. Z. V. Peterson, chairman of 
the committee on buildings and 
grounds, said she ordinarily weuld op- 
pose portable schools, but that in the 
present case she helieved them neces- 
sary. Many junior high school pu- 
piis live a mile or more from their 
homes, a'‘ad by being forced to attend 
afternoon sessions would get home 
after dark she said.

_“The plan to hold two school ses- 
sions a day is not a passing fancy 
with me,” said Mr. Sutton in explein- 
mg his suggestion to the board. “I 
advocate it both from a standpoint of 
improved health for children end 
greater efficiency. Our health pro- 
gram I believe is as important as any 
subject we teach. Many children now 
get up late, swallow a hasty break- 
fast and skip off to school by 8:30 
o'clock. They have a recess period. 
at 11:30 and have a lunch, sufficient 
in sOme instances only to spoil their 
appetite by the time they arrive at 
their homes by 2:15 or 2:30 o'clock. 

“If. allowed an hour’s recess period 
from 12 to 1. o’clock each day, the

line with wholesale salary increases 
granted 3,000 city employees Monday 
by city council—Tuesday afternoon 
laid the groundwork for general salary 
raises and adjustments for school 
teachers and other school employees 
next year. 
* After voting to raise the salary of 
Willis A. Sutton, school superintend- 
ent, from $5,000 to $7,500 a year, re- 
troactive as of last September 1, the 
board adopted a resolution by its 
salaries committee requesting city 
council to appropriate to the schools 
department next year 10 per cent in 
excess of the legally-allotted 26 per 
cent of the city’s current revenues, 
which automatically goes to the 
schools department under provisions 
of the city charter. 

The 10 per ¢ent excess, designed to 
bring in about $250,000, would be al- 
located by the board of education in 
an “equitable adjustment’’ of teachers’ 
and principals’ salaries, it was ex- 
plained by W. W. Gaines, chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Gaines, T. J. 
McLendon and W. C. Slate were joint 
authors of the resolution. 

After the resolution had been adopt- 
ed, John T. Hancock, president of the 
board, was authorized to appoint a

TURKEY DEFIES

Angora Delegates Threat- 
en To Leave Geneva If 
Arbitrary Decision Is 
Made in Dispute.

Geneva, December 8.—Turkey has 
defied the League of Nations and its 
court of international] justice at The 
Hague. The Mosul dispute, therefore, 
has reached a grave point where all 
efforts at mutually acceptable settle- 
ment have failed. It is feared that if 
the council should impose an arbitrary 
decision regarding the territory in con- 
formity with the court’s order of last 
month, hostilities betweet Great Brit- 
ain and Turkey would be inevitable. 

Two groups have appeared in the 
council. One desires an immediate 
decision, owing to the fact that winter 
would prevent military operations 
for about four months. By that 
time, it is argued, the Turks would 
have cooled off. The other group fa- 
vors postponement on the council’s 
action in the hope that a solution may 
be found. 

Ignores Defiance. 

The gravity of the situation caused 
the council to ignore the Turkish de- 
fiance contained in Munri Bay’s an- 
nouncement that the Turkish delega- 


tion would withdraw if the council en- 
deavored to dispose of the dispute by 
arbitrary decision instead of media- 
tion and conciliation. The céuncil is 
reserving to itself the right to decide 
the issue if Turco-British negotiations 
fail. The fact that the Turks hare of- 
fered to remain in Geneva to negotiate 
until the council compels them to 
withdraw, by announcing an arbitrary

Rome, December 8.—(4)—The war 
debt agreement entered into between 
the United States and Italy was rati- 
fied today by the Italian senate. The 
loan arranged with the Morgan com- 
pany of $100,000,000 also was rati- 
fied. 

In the opinion of Count Volpi, the 
finance minister, who headed the mis- 
sion to Washington for the funding 
of the debt, the two measures repre- 
sent so far as Italy was concerned, 
the “real end of the war.” 

Signor Tittoni said there had been 
no real clash of opinions in the nego- 
tiations but simply an act of common 
solidarity between a great nation, rich 
in natural resources and marvelous 
industrial ability, and a nation whose 
soil was less fertile, but whose peo- 
ple had an abiding faith in themselves 
and their future. 

“To the Italian and American nego- 
tiations,” he added, “goes the grati- 
tude of two great peoples already held 
in bonds of brotherhood by the great 


war.”

Two Agencies Assailed by

Washington, December 8.—(4)— 
Economy and the army air service 
itself were blamed today by high 
ranking officers, testifying before the 
Mitchell court-martial for aviation 
and other troubles now vexing army 
executives. 


The war department and the gen- 
eral staff, the two agencies blamed 
by Colonel William Mitchell, technical 
prisoner beforé the court, for in- 
competent administratiton of the na- 
tional defense, were defended by the 
six witnesses heard—three major’ gen- 
erals and three lieutenant colonels. 

Major General Hanson E. Ely, com- 
mandant of the army war college, 
opposed a unified air service, defended 
the army’s existing organization and 
declared the best defense was “a 
balanced army,” with all departments 
eared for and developed in portion to 
their value to whole.

Executive Changes Prece- 
dent by Sending Mes- 
sage to Both Houses by 
Messenger.

President Reiterates 
Stand for Remodeling 
of Present U. S. Ship- 
ping Board Policy. 


Washington, December 8.—(/)—A 
wide range of legislative recommenda- 
tions, some of them new, others a 
reiteration of policies he has advo- 
cated to congress for the last two 
years, was contained in President 
Coolidge’s annual message transmitted 
today to the house and senate. 

Abandoning h‘s custom and that of 
Presidents Wilson and Harding of 
addressing a new congress in joint 
session, Mr. Coolidge submitted his 
message in writing. One of the long- 
est presidential messages in years, ag- 
gregating 10,000, words and touching 
on 46 subjects, it was read by clerks 
in each house. 7 

Urges Tax Reduction. 

In the field of domestic legisla- 
tion, the executive urged further tax 
reduction, giving general approval to 
the bill drafted by the house, ways 
and means committee; recommended 
action to strengthen -aviation along 
lines proposed by his air board; re- 
newed his advocacy of power to deal 
with labor disputes in the coal in- 


the coal commission; advised a ctir- 


tailment of the shipping board’s pow- 
ers and control of the merchant fleet 
by one executive, and touched again 
on the need for encouragement to co- 
operative marketing as an aid to agri- 
culture. 

The president also appealed for ob- 
servance of the prohibition law by 
the public and vigorous enforcement 
with the cooperation of states. He 
renewed his advocacy of railroad con- 
solidation, governmental reorganiza- 
tion and increased state and local co- 
operation in reclamation projects, op- 
posed return for the present of prop- 
erty seized from aliens during the 
world war, and recommended sale of 
Muscle Shoals to the highest bidder. 

In a lengthy discussion of foreign 
affairs, Mr. Coolidge appealed for 
favorable senate action on the pro- 


posal for American adherence to the 
world court, voiced gratification over

THE MESSAGE. 


The president’s message renews 
all the recommendations made in 
former messages, none of which ex- 
cept tax reductions, were favorably 
acted upon in the 68th congress. 
They are, in brief, furthér tax re- 
ductions, in line with the committee 
bill submitted on the opening day 
._ of congress; adherence to the world 
court; expansion of aviation without 
radical changes in the ‘organizations 
of the separate services; the gov- 
ernment’s merchant fleet to be un- 
der the control of a single execu- 
tive, thereby automatically curtail- 
ing the authority of the shipping 
-board; encouragement of coopera- 
tive marketing; increased executive 
authority in dealing with labor dis- 
‘putes, referring specifically to the 
coal situation; railroad consolida- 
tions; inland waterway develop- 
ments; reorganization of govern- 
ment departments; sale of Muscle 
Shoals to the highest bidder with 
reservations; more stfict enforce- 
ment of prohibition, etc. 

In .all of these recommendations 
his views have not changed from 
those expressed in his last message 
except that on some of the more 
pressing issues he expands his 
views with greater emphasis. 

Aside from his unanswerable ar- 
gument in favor of American par- 
’ ticipation in the world court, recon- 
ciling the misinformed as to such 
entry meaning official involvement, 
or participation into the delibera- 
tions of the League of Nations, the 
president’s discussion of the mer- 
chant marine, prohibition enforce- 
ment and aviation are of outstand- 
ing interest and importance. 

On the whole the message is ¢on- 
servative and constructively sound, 
but his views on the aviation status 
and the merchant marine status will 
be roundly challenged throughout 


the country without regard to party, 


lines. 

to illustrate, he advocates that 
the war, navy and commerce de- 
partments each be provided with an 
additional assistant secretary ‘‘to 
give especial attention to air navi- 
gation.” 

That is to say, instead of unify- 
ing the system so as to obviate ¢he 
jealousies of competition in the dif- 
ferent arms of national defense, and 
in order to force that cooperation 
and coordination, the lack of which 


has already produced scandals, in| 


order that greater efficiency may 
be obtained; he would further divide 
the responsibility in the develop- 
ment of air navigation into three 
instead of two parts. 

This is in line with the views of 
the war and navy heads, but it is 
not—as proven by bitter experi- 
ences—in line with the best inter- 
ests of a service—the importance 
of which in war can not be under- 
estimated—and which is yet in its 
infancy. It can be efficiently de- 
veloped to its full’'measure of serv- 
ice only through absolute harmony 
in thought and action. No other 
- government has spent so much on 
the development of its air service, 
or finds it in such a deplorable sit- 
uation seven years after the first 
war in which the air service played 
such a conspicuous and important 
a part. 

The president has undoubtedly 
~ taken the wrong view, although 
~ naturally—as in all pioneering in-

voice in the shipping board, and if 
that board is to have its wings so 
clipped that it can have no voice in 
the allocation and administration of 
the shipping interests per se, then 
the only permissible alternative is 
to provide a regional board of direc- 
tors to serve with the single execu- 
tive of the emergency fleet corpora- 
tion, with the same voice that any 
corporation board has in the admin- 
istration; through a single executive, 
of its affairs. The president does 
not make this clear, although he 
says: “I do not advocate the elimi- 
nation of regional considerations, 
but,” etc. They can not be elimi- 
nated unless the present iaw is 
amended to that end. In that event 
a bad situation will become worse. 

As to prohibition, the president 
makes no definite suggestions fur- 
ther than an appeal for state aids 
in enforcement. This will arouse 
controversies in those states that 
licensed the sale of liquors until the 
Volstead act became effective. 
Large elements in such states will 
continue to say that it is a federal 
law and it is distinctively the func- 
tion of the government to at least 
show primal effort at enforcement. 
The lack of specific recommenda- 
tions in this respect is disappojnt- 
ing. 

The president continues his plea 
for governmental economies, and is 
particularly strong in his recom- 
mendations for departmental reor- 
ganizations so as to cut out over- 
lapping and wastes. 

On the whole, the message lacks 
that punch and force so evident in 
Mr. Coolidge’s previous messages, 
and particularly in the first message 
after he had been chosen by the 
people to an office to which he first 
succeeded through the death of a 
predecessor. 

There is not the usual Coolidge 
directness and militancy seen in for- 
mer messages, It is evident he feels 
the embarrassment of having to re- 
new Salient recommendations that 
an unsympathetic congress failed to 
heed.

In the instance of this great Chi- 
cago mail order house coming to 
Atlanta, with a plant ‘that will em- 
ploy thousands of people, the move 
is explained primarily in advantages 
of distribution, especially in parcel 
post deliveries under the postal 
zoning system. 

This system increases the rate as 
| distance-units, or zones, from the 
point of. posting increase. 

From Atlanta the enormous ter- 
ritery from the Potomac to the gulf 
and from the Atlantic to the Mis- 
Sissippi river, can be easily reached, 
not only overnight in any direction, 
but at first zone rates to the advan- 
tage of the consumers. 

The move made by Sears-Roe- 
buck company will undoubtedly be 
followed by others. It is not a 
matter of competition. It is a mat- 
ter of business—of distribution. 

Nothing can prévent Atlanta from 
being the merchandising and finan- 
cial center of the southeast. 

What it means to Atlanta, to 
Georgia, to every state from Vir- 
ginia to Florida and west to Louis- 
lana, is inestimable.

A LITTLE BIT OF SKY. 

Professor Leonard Hill, the noted 
English authority on air and ventila- 
tion, says that there is no evidence 
that “ionization” of the air has any 
influence on health, or that the ozome 
in the air or the qunatities of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide have any par- 


ticular bearing on the question of 
pure air. He says that there is no 
chemical poison present in the air 
of a crowded room. Any injury per- 
sons may suffer from the “foul” air 
in an overcrowded room is rather 
in the nature of an infection, the 
transfer of disease germs from one 
person to another, germs of diseases 
which Hill, being a conservative Eng- 
lish layman (not a physician), desig- 
nates with the quaint adjective “‘ca- 
tarrhal.” In England they still cher- 
ish these Victorian customs. ‘The dis- 
ease Professor Hill is trying to indi- 
eate are the cri, or if you are still 
curious, the common respiratory in- 
fections. 

Hill is one of the great physiolo- 
gists of the world. Physiologists do 
not necessarily know much about as- 
tronomy, pork culture, hygiene, golf, 
poetry or medicine. Only the other 
day a mere physioldgist, Carlson, had 
the awful temerity to stand up in 
meeting and say he couldn’t quite 
savvy the Lyon method of nonsurgical 
drainage of the gall bladder, where- 
upon none other than Dr. Lyon him- 
self arose and remarked that the 
physiologist who lives among his lab- 
oratory animals sometimes knows 
very little about the sick human ani- 
mal.. And that’s that.

Professor Hill emphasized the value 
of ultraviolet rays in ordinary day- 
light and spoke of the loss of the 
effect of these invisible rays, which 
cannot pass freel through atmos- 
phere polluted with smoke, nor at all 
through glass or clothing. ‘Then he’ 
pointed out that tuberculosis a- 
tients need not be subjected to hot 
sun baths, for they may get the good 
of the ultraviolet rays by exposure of 
the body to the sun in the earlier and 
later parts of the day, when the air 
is cooler. He made one remarkable 
remark, which deserves to be set off 
by itself: ; 

“Skyshine gives much more ultra- 
violet radiation than direct sun- 
shine.” 

So, folks, take your air bath even 
if there is no sun. And if you are 
building or altering your domicile; 
plan to have a little skyshine avail- 
able, so that it may be used for the 
naked body without intervening glass 
or clothing. 

Hill said that all children in smoky 
cities should receive are light baths 
twice a week to prevent disease. He 
said that ultraviolet light has the 
property of raising the body’s natural 


resistance to infection.

Those 
astute railway promoters are reputed 
to have had it in the back of their 
winds to come no further this way 
ami to economically coerce the other 
roads to go on to Decatur in order 
to get their connections to Augusta 
and on to Charleston. If they had 
any such shrewd scheme under their 
hair they did not dare to publicly 
advertise it. Its success would de- 
pend upon dumb pressure, 

The tur dominators, however, 
ignorantly and indignantly ruined any 
such plan. They looked upon the 
railroad as almost an infernal inven- 
tion and destructive of the ancient 
and es processes of civilization. 
The “iron hotse’ to them was a more 
horrid and dangerous animal than 
any one of the “four horses of the 
Apocalypse.” They argued that the 
coming in of a railroad would mean 
the going out of the stage lines and 
the wagon trains; and what would 
become of the livery barns, the black- 
smith shops, the drivers and freighters 
and the supercargo passengers? Then 
there was the daily din—the tooting 
of whistles and banging of bells— 
and the good, neat housewives wailed 
over the damage by smoke, and soot 
and cinders to their carpets. curtains 
and “the wash on the line!” So the 
decision was practicaly unanimous 
that the railroad - must be “shoo'd, 
away from Decatur.” ! 

Both right of entrance and shopsite 
in delectable Decatur were denied to 
the railway builders and “economic 
coercion” back-fired upon its in- 
ventors, compelling them’ to come to 
Atlanta instead of Atlanta having to 
go to them in Decatur. It was the 
irony of intrigue!. That is why, on 
the 15th of September, 1845, the ar- 
rival in Atlanta of the first regular 
train from the outside world, coming 
from Augusta, was hailed with a big 
celebration, speeches, bonfires, the 
beating of drums, and the blowing 
of horns. 

Those Decatur gentlemen were good 
sports, however. They joined in the 
celebration, frankly confessing their 
faux pas. But, they were not pre- 
pared for what followed, when their 
foremost leader, John Collier, removed 
his lares and penates to Atlanta, and 
thenceforward to his death, was one 
of the most eminent of our citizens 
—lawyer, jurist and _ constitution- 
maker. 

Now, within eight decades, the 
secrubtown the JDecaturians looked 
down upon as negligible, has almost 
filled the country between and fairly 
engulfed the proud little capitol of 
DeKalb county. Truly, the whirligig 
of time turns many tricks of fate 
and fortune! 

DeKalb county had been carved 
from the broad original territory of 
Henry county, and Atlanta’s site is in 
that part of DeKalb that might be 
called the “panhandle,” reaching up 
to the Chattahoochee river. As the 
new city grew in numbers and di- 
versity of interests, there arose a de- 
mand for a new county, a courthouse 
and officials to administer common 


affairs, dispense justice, and enforce 
law and order.

The commission also recommended 
that the board give careful considera- 
tion to the question of consolidating 
Tech High and Boys’ High schools 
with the boys’ department of Com- 
mercial High school, and Girls’ High 
with the girls’ department of Com- 
mercial High school. 

Another “recommendation was that 
the board of education be composed of 
nine members, each to be elected by 
the city-at-large instead of 12 mem- 
bers, one from each of-the city’s 12 
wards. 

Control of Schools. 

While recommending that the board 
have independent control of the 
schools, the commisson suggests that 
the mayor be given power of veto over 
financial expenditures. The commis- 
sion frowned on suggestions that the 
board be allowed to levy taxes or to 
certify to a separate tax to be levied 
for school purposes. 

The commission likewise recom- 
mended elimination of portable school 
buildings, declaring they were unsat- 
isfactory because of their short life, 
and constitute a heavy fire hazard. 

The report bore the signatures . of

As prices in 1925 were approxi- 
mately 40 per cent higher then in 
1916, the cost of the same goyern- 
ment must also have increased. But 
the government is not the same. It 
is more expensive to collect the much 
greater revenue necessary and to ad- 
minister our great debt. We kave 
given enlarged and improved services 
to agriculture and commerce. Above 
all, America has grown in population 
and wealth. Government expendi- 
tures must always share in. this 
growth. Taking into account the fac- 
tors I have mentioned, I believe that 
present federal expenses are not far 
out of line with pre-war expenses, 
We have nearly accomplished the de- 
flation. 

This does not mean that further 
economies will not come. As we re- 
duce our debt our interest charges 
decline. There are many details yet 
to correct. The real improvement, 
however, must come not from addi- 
tional curtailment of expenses, but 
by a more intelligent, more ordered 
spending. Our economy must be con- 
structive. While we should avoid as 
far.as possible increases in permanent 
current expenditures, oftentimes a 
capital outlay with internal improve- 
ments. will result‘in actual construc- 
tive. saving. This is economy in its 
best sense. It is an avoidance of 
waste. that there may be the means 
for an outlay today which will bring 
larger returns tomorrow.

. A’ mere policy of economy without 
any instrumentalities for putting it 
into \operation would be very inef- 
fective. The congress has wisely set 
up the bureau of the budget to in- 
vestigate and inform the presidént 
what recommendations he ought to 
make for current appropriations. This 
gives a centralized authority where 
a general and comprehensive under- 
standing can be reached of the sources 
of income and.the most equitable 
distributién of expenditures. How 
well it has worked is indicated by

,000,000. This latter figure shows 
the reductions in departmental -esti- 
mates for the coming year made pos- 
sible by the operation of the budget

But it. is. evidently’ not enough to 
have care ia making appropriations 
without .any restraint upon expedi- 
ture. The congress has provided that 
check by establishing the office of 
comptroller general. 

The purpose of maintaining the 
budget director and- the comptroller 
generat is to secure economy and 
efficiency in-government expenditure.

As the bill has pro- 
ceeded through the committee it has 
taken on a nonpartisan character, and 
both republicans and democrats have 
joined in a measure which. embodies 
many sound principles of tax reform. 
The bill will correct substantially the 
economic defects injected into the 
revenue act of 1924, as well as many 
which have remained as war-time 
legacies. In its present form it 
should provide sufficient revenue for 
the government. 

The excessive surtaxes have been re- 
duced, estate tax rates are restored to 
reasonable figures, with every pros- 
pect of withdrawing from the field 
when the states have had the oppor- 
tunity to correct the abuses in’ their 
own inheritance tax laws, the gift 
tax and publicity section are to be re- 
pesiee, many miscellaneous taxes are 
owered or abandoned, and the board 
of tax appeals and the administrative 
features of the law are improved and 
strengthened. I approve of the bill 
in principle. In so far as income tax 
exemptions are concerned, it seems to 
me the committee has gone as far as 
it is safe to go and somewhat further 
thar I should have gone. Any further 
extension along these lines would, in 
my opinion, impair the integrity of 
our income tax system.

: Court . of ' Justice. 


Pending before the senate for nearly 
three years is the proposal to adhere 
to the protocol establishing the per- 
manent court of international justice. 
A well-established line of precedents 
mark America’s effort: to effect the 
establishment of a court of this na- 
ture. We took-a leading part in lay- 
ing the foundation on which it rests 
in the establishment of The Hague 
court of Arbitration. It is that tri- 
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u not be 
our consent; and to these I have pro- 
posed an additional condition to the 
effect that we are not to be bound 
advisory opinions rendered with- 
out our consent. 


the court of arbitration, which we 
assisted to create and of which we 
are a part. The court was created 
by a statute, so-called, which is reall 

a treaty made among some 48 dif- 
ferent countries, that might properly 
be called a constitution of the court. 
This statute provides ‘a method by 
| which the judges are chosen, so that 
when the court of arbitration nomi- 
nates them and the assembly and 
council of the league elect them, they 
are not acting as instrifments of the 
court of arbitration or instruments of 
the league, but as instruments of the 
statute. 

This will be even more apparent if 
our representatives sit with the mem- 
bers of the council and assembly in 
electing the judges. It is true they 
are paid through the league, though 
not by the league, but by the countries 
which are members of the league and 
by our country if we accey* the proto- 
col. The judges are paid by the league 
only in the same sense that it could 
be said United Statee judges are paid 
by the congress. The court derives ell 
its authority from the statute. and is 
so completely’ independent of. the 
league that it could go on functioning 
if the league were disbanded, at least 
until the the terms of the judges ex- 
pired. 

The most careful provisions are 
made jn the statute as to the qualifi- 
cation. of judges. ‘Those .who make 
the nominations are recommended to 
copsult with their highest court of 
justice, their law schools and academ- 
ies. The judges must be persons of 
high moral character, qualified to hold 
the highest judicial offices in that 
country, or be jurisconsults of recog- 
nized ¢ompetence in international law. 
It must assumed that these re- 
quirements. will. continue to be care- 
fully met, and’ with America joining 
the countries already concerned it is 
difficult to comprehend how human 
ingenuity could better provide for the 
establishment of a court which would 
maintain its independence. It has to 
be recognized that independence is to 
a considerable extent a matter of abil- 
ity, character and personality. Some 
effort was madé in the early begin- 
nings to interfere with the independ- 
ence of our supreme court. It did not 
succeed because of the quality of the 
men who made up that tribunal. 


Advisory Cort. 


It does noe seem that the authority 
to give advisory opinions interferes 
with the independence of the court. 
Advisory opinions in and of the. :lves 
‘are not harmful, but may be used in 
such a way as to be very beneficial 
because they undertake to prevent in- 
jury rather than merely afford a rem- 
edy after the injury has been done. As 
a principle that only implies that the 
court shall function when proper ap- 
plication is made to it. Deciding the 
question involved upon issues submit- 
ted for an advisory opinion does not 
differ materially from deciding the 
question involved upon issues submit- 
ted by contending parties. Up.to the 
present time the court has given an 
advisory opinion when it judged it 
had jurisdiction, and refuse to give 
one when it judged it did not have 
jurisdiction. Nothing im the work of 
the court has yet been ah indication 
that. this is an impairment of its in- 
dependence or that its practice differs 
materially from the givi of like 
opinions under the authority of the 
constitutions of several of our states. 

No provision of the statute seems 
to me to e this court any authority 
to be a political rather than a judi- 
cial court. We have brought cases 
in this country before our courts 
which, when they have been adjudged 
to’ be. political, have been thereby dis- 
mis It is not improbable that po- 
litical questions. will be submitted to 
this couft, but agdin up to the pres- 
ent time the tourt has refused to pass 
on political questions and our support 
would undoubtedly have a tendency to 
strengthen it in that refusal. 

We' are not proposing to subject 
ourselves to any compulsory jurisdic- 
tion. If we support the court, we can 
never be obliged to admit any case 
which involves our interc.sts for its de- 
cision. Our appearance before it 
would always be voluntary, for the 
purpose*of presenting a case which we 
hagl agreed: might be presented. There 
is no more danger that others might 
bring cases before the court involving 
our interests which we did not wish 
to ‘have brought, after we have ad- 
hered, and probably not so much, than 
there would be of bringing sueh cases 
if we do not adhere. 1 think that we 
would have the same legal or moral 
right to disregard such a finding in the 
one case that we would in the other. 

If we are going to support any 
court, it will not be -one that we 
have set up alone or which. reflects 
only our ideals. Other nations have 
their customs and their institutions. 
their thoughts and their methods of 
life. If a court is going to be inter- 
national, its composition will have to 
yield to what is good in all these 
various elements. Neither will it be 
possible to support. a court which is 
exactly perfect, or under which we as- 
sume absolutely no obligations. If we 
are seeking that ‘opportunity, we 
might as well declare that we are op- 
posed to supporting any court. If 
any agreement is made, it will be be- 
cause it undertakes to set up a 
tribunal which can do some of the 
things that other natiens wish to have 
done. We shall not find oursélves 
bearing a disproportionate share of 
the world’s burdens by our adherence, 
and we may as well remember that 
there is absolutely no escape for our 
country,from bearing its share of the 
world’s burdens ip any case. We shall 
do far better service to ourselves and 
to others if we admit this and dis- 
charge our duties voluntarily, than 
if we deny it and are forced to meet 
the same obligations unwillingly. 

It is difficult to imagine anything 
that would be more helpful to the 
world than stability, tranquillity and 
international justice. We may say 
that we are contributing to these 
factors independently. but others less 
fortunately located do not and can 


; 


not make a like contribution except 
through mutual cooperation. The old 
balance of power, mutual alliances, 
and great military forces were not 
brought about’ by any mutual dislike 
for independence, t resulted from 
the domination o circumstances. 
Ultimately they were forced on. us. 
Like all others engagea in the war 
whatever we said as a matter of fact 
we joined an alliance, we became a 
military power, we impaired our in- 
dependence. We have more at stake 
than any one else in ayoiding a repe- 
tition of that calamity. Wars do not 
spring into ° existence. They arise 
from small incidents and trifling irri- 
tations which can be adjusted by an 
international court. We can con- 
tribute greatly to the advancement of 
our ideals by joining with other na- 
tions in maintaining such a tribunal. 
Debts. 


Foreign 
Gradually, settlements have been 
made which provide for the liquida- 
tion of debts due to our government 
from foreign governments. Those 
made with

obvious that the remaining settl 
ments, which will undoubtedly be 
made, will bring this sum up to an 
amount which will more than equal 
the principal due on our present na- 
While these settlements 
are very large in the aggregate, it 
has been felt that the terms granted 
were in all cases very generous. They 
impose ho undue burden and are mu- 
tually beneficial in the observance of 
international faith and the improve- 
ment of international credit. 

Every reasonable effort will be 
made to secure agreements for 
liquidation with the remaining coun- 
tries, whenever they are in such con- 
dition that they can be made.. Those 
which have already been negotiated 
under the bipartisan commission estab- 
lished by the congress have been made 
only after the most thoroughgoing and 
painstaking investigation, continue 
for a long time before meeting with 
the representatives of the countries 
concerned, It is believed that they 
represent in each instance the best 
that can be done and the wisest set- 
tlement that can be secured. One very 
important result is the stabilization of 
foreign currency, making exchange as- 
sist rather than embarrass our trade. 
Wherever sacrifices have been made of 
money, it will be more than amply re- 
turned in better understanding and 
friendship, while in so far as these 
adjustments will contribute to the 
financial stability of the debtor coun- 
tries, to their good order, prosperity, 
and progress, they represent hope of 
improved ‘trade relations and mutual 
contributions to‘the civilization of the 
world. 

2 Alien Property. 

Negotiations are progressing among 
the interested parties in relation to 
the final distribution of the assets in 
the’ hands of the alien property cus- 
todian. Our government and \ people 
are interested as creditors; the Ger- 
man government and people are in- 
terested as debtors and owners of the 
seized property. Pending the out- 
come of these negotiations, I do not 
recommend any affirmative legislation. 
For the present we should continue 
in possession of this property which 
we hold as-security for the settlement 
of claims due to our people and our 
government, 

Immigration. 

While not enough time-has elapsed 
to afford a conclusive demonstration, 
such results as have been secured in- 
dicate that our immigration law is on 
the whole beneficial. It is undoubted- 
ly a protection to the wage earners of 
this country. The situation should, 
however, be carefully surveyed, in or- 
der to ascertain whether it is work- 
ing a needless hardship upon our own 
inhabitants. If it deprives them of 
the comfort and society of those bound 
to them by close family ties, such 
modifications should’ be ‘adopted as 
will afford relief, always. in accord- 
ance. with the principle that our gov- 
ernment owes its first. duty to our 
own people and that no alien, inhab- 
itant of another country, has any le- 
gal rights whatever under our con- 
stitution and laws. It is only through 
treaty, or through residence here, that 
such rights accrue. But we should 
not, however,.be forgetful of the obli- 
gations of a common humanity. 
While our country numbers among 
its best citizens many of those of for- 
eign birth, yet those who now enter in 
violation of our laws by that very act 
thereby place themselves in a class of 
undesirables. If investigation reveals 
that any considerable: number are 
coming here in defiance of our immi- 
gration restrictions, it will undoubted- 
ly. create the ‘necessity for the regis- 
tration of all aliens, ~ We ought ‘to 
have no prejudice against an . alien 
because he is an alien. The stand- 
ard which we apply to our inhabitants 
is that of manhood, not place of birth. 
Restrictive immigration is to a large 
degree for economic purposes. It is 
applied in order that we may not have 
a larger annual increment of good 
people within our borders than we 
can weave into our economic fabric in 
such a way as to supply their. needs 
without undue injury to ourselves. 

. National Defense. 

Never before ta time of peace has 
our country maintained so large and 
effective amilitary force as it now 
has. The @rmy, navy, marine corps, 
national fd and organized reserves 
represent @ strength of about 555,400 
men. ‘These forces ate well trained, 
well equipped, and high in morale. 

_ A sound” selective service act giv- 
ing broad authority for the mobiliza- 
tion in time of peril of all the re- 
sources of the country, both persons 
and materials, is needed to perfect 
our defensive policy in accordance 
with our ideals of equality. The pro- 
vision for more suitable housing to 
be paid for out of funds derived from 


the sale of excess lands, pending be-- 


fore the last congress, ought to be 
brought forward and passed. Reason- 
able replacements ought to be made 
to maintain a sufficient ammunition 
reserve. 

The nayy has the full treaty ton- 
nage of capital ships. Work is go- 
ing forward in modernizing the older 
ones, building aircraft carriers, addi- 
tional fleet submarines, and fast scout 
cruisers, but we are carefully avoid- 
ing anything that might con- 
strued as a competition in arma- 
ments with other nations. The joint 
army and navy maneuvers at Ha- 
wali, followed by the cruise of a full 
battle fleet to Australia and New 
Zealand, were successfully carried out. 
These demonstrations revealed a most 
satisfactory condition of the ships 
and the men engaged. 

Last year at my suggestion, the 
general ard of the navy made an 
investigation and report on the rela- 
tion of aircraft to warships. As a 
result authorizations and appropria- 
tions were made for more scout crui- 
sers and fleet submarines and for 
completing aircraft carriers and equip- 
ping them with necessary planes. Ad- 
ditional training in aviation was be- 
gun at the military and naval acad- 
emies. A method of coordination and 
cooperation of the army and navy 
and the principal] aircraft builders is 
being perfected. At the suggestion of 
the secretaries of war and navy I 
appointed a special board to make a 
further study of the problem of air- 
craft. 

The report of the air board ought 
to be reassuring to the country, grati- 
fying to the service and satisfactory 
to the congress. It is thoroughly com- 
plete and represents the mature 
thought of the best talent in the coun- 
try. No radica] ¢liange in organiza- 
tion of the service seéms necessary. 
The departments @f war, navy and 
commerce should each be provided 
with an ‘additional assistant secre- 
tary, not necessarily with statutory 
duties, but who would be available 
under the direction of the secreta 
to give ial attention to air navi- 
gation. e must have an air strength 
worthy of América, ision should 
be made for two additional 
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in behalf of aggression but in behalf 
of peace. They are the instruments 
by which we undertake to do our 
part to promote good will and support 
stability. among our peoples. 

. Veterans, 


If any one desires to estimate the 
esteem in which the veterans of Amer- 
ica are held by their fellow citizens, 
it is but necessary to remember that 
the current budget calls for an ex- 
penditure qf about $650,000,000 in 
their behalf. This is nearly the 
amount of the total cost of the nation- 
al government, exclusive of the post 


office, before we entered the last war. 


At the two previous sessions of 
congress legislation affecting veterans 


d|\relief was enacted and the law liberal- 


ized. ‘This legislation brought into 
being a number of new provisions 
tending more nearly to meet the needs 
of our veterans, as well as afford the’ 
necessary authority to perfect the ad- 
ministration of thease laws. 

Experience with the new legislation 
so far has clearly demonstrated its 
constructive nature. It has increased 
the benefits received by many and has 
made eligible for benefits many oth- 
ers. Direct disbursements to the vet- 
eran or his dependents exceeding 
$21,000,000 have resulted, which oth- 
erwise would not have been made. The 
degree of utilization of our hospitals 
has increased through making facili- 
ties available to the incapacitated vet- 
eran regardless of service origin of 
the disability. This new legislation 
also has brought about a marked im- 
provement of service to the veteran, 

The organizations of ex-service men 
have proposed additional legislative 
changes which you will consider, but 
until the new law and the modifica- 
tions made at the last session of con- 
gress are given a more thorough test 
further changes in the basic law 
should be few and made only _after 
careful though sympathetic considera- 
tion. 

The principal work now before the 
veterans’ bureau is the perfection of 
its organization and further improve- 
meats in service. Some minor legis- 
lative changes are deemed necessary 
to enable the bureau to retain that 
high grade of professional talent es- 
sential in handling the problems of 
the bureau. Such changes as tend 
toward the improvement of service 
and the carrying forward to comple- 
tion of the hospital construction pro- 
gram are recommended. for the con- 
sideration of the proper committees 
of congress. 

With the enormous outlay that is 
now being made in behalf of the 
veterans and their dependents, with a 
tremendous war debt still requiring 
great annual, expenditure, with the 
still high rate of taxation, while every 
provision should be made for the re- 
lief of the disabled and the necessary 
care of. dependents, the congress may 
well. consider whether the financial 
condition of the government is not 
such that further bounty through the 
enlargement of general pensions and 
other emoluments ought not to be 
postponed, , ie & 
’ Agriculture. 

No doubt the position of agricul- 
ture as a whole has very much im- 
proved since the depression of three 
and four years ago. But there are 
many localities and m groups of 
individuals, apparently through no 
fault’ of. their own, sometimes due to 
climatic conditions and sometimes to 
the prévailing price of a certain crop, 
still in a: distressing condition. This 
is probably temporary, but it is none 
the less- acute. National government 
agencies, the departments of agricul- 
ture and commerce, the farm loan 
board, the ‘intermediate. credit banks, 
and the federal reserve board are all 
cooperating to be of assistance and 
relief. On the other hand, there are 
localities .and individuals. who have 
had one of their most’ prosperous 
years. The general price level is fafr, 
but here again there are exceptions 
both’ “ways; some items being poor 
while others are excellent.: In spite 
of a lessened production the farm in- 
come,for this year willbe about the 
same. as last year and much above the 
three preceding years. 

« Agriculture is a very complex in- 
dustry.. It. does not consist of one 
problem, but of several. They can not 
be solved at one stroke. They have 
to be met. in different ways, and small 
gains are not to. be despised. 

It has appeared from: all the -in- 
vestigations that I have been able to 
make that the farmers as‘a whole are 
determined to maintain the indepen- 
dence of their business. They do not 
wish to have meddling on the part 
of the government orto be placed 
under the inevitable restrictions in- 
volved in any system of direct or in- 
direct price-fixing, which ‘would re- 
sult from permitting the government 
to operate in the agricultural mar- 
kets. They are showing a very com- 
mendable skill in’ organizing them- 
selves to transact their own business 
through cooperative marketing, which 
will this year turn over about $2,- 
500,000,000, or nearly one-fifth of the 
total agricultural business, In this 
they are receiving help from the gov- 
ernment. The department of agricul- 
ture should be strengthened in this 
facility, in order to be able to respond 
when the marketing associations want 
help. While it ought not to under- 
take undue regulation, it should be 
equipped to give prompt information 
on crop prospects, supply, demand, 
current receipts, imports, exports and 
prices. 

A bill embodying these principles, 
whichthas been drafted under the ad- 
vice and .with the approval of sub- 
stantially all the leaders and -man- 
agers in the cooperative movement, 
will be presented to the congress for 
its enactment. Legislation should alse 
be considered to provide for leasing 
the. unappropriated public domain for 
grazing purposes and adopting a uni- 
form policy relative to grazing on the 
public lands and in the national 
forests. 

A more intimate relation should be 
established between agriculture and 
the other business activities of the 
nation». They are mutually dependent 
and can each advance their own pros- 
perity most’by advancing the prosper- 
ity of the other. Meantime the gov- 
ernment will continue those activities 
‘which have resulted in an unprece- 


pouring out of great sums of mo 
during the last five years.

This property ought to be 
transferred to private management un- 
der conditions which will dedicate it 
to the public purpose for which it w 
conceived. : 


Reclamation. 


The national government is com- 
mitted to a policy of reclamation and 
irrigation. which it desires to estab- 
lish on a sound basis and continue 
in the interest of the localities con- 
cerned. Exhaustive studies have re- 
cently been made of federal reclama- 
tion, which have resulted in improv- 
ing. the projects and adjusting many 
difficulties. 
projects is in good financial condi- 
tion, another third can probably be 
made profitable, while the other third 
is under unfavorable conditions. The 
congress has already provided for a 
survey which will soon be embodied 
in a report. That ought to suggest 
a method of relief which will make 
unnecessary further appeals to the 
congress. Unless this can be done, 
federal reclamation will k2 consid- 
¢rably retarded. With the greatly 
increased cost of construction and 
operation, it has become necessary to 
plan in advance, by community or- 
ganization and selective agriculture, 
methods sufficient to repay these in- 
creasing outlays. 

The human and economic interests 
of the farmer citizens suggest that the 
states should be required to exert 
some effort and assume some respon- 
sibility, especially in the intimate, de- 
tailed, and difficult work of securing 
settlers and developirfg farms which 
directly profit them, but only indirect- 
ly and remotely can reimburse the na- 
tion. It is believed that the federal 
government should continue to be the 
agency for planning and construct- 
ing the great undertakings needed to 
regulate and brin’ into use the rivers 
of the west, many of which are inter- 
state in character, but the detailed 
work of creating agricultural commu- 
nities and a rural civilization on the 
lund made ready for reclamation 
ought to be either transferred to the 
state in its entirety or made a co- 
operative effort of the state and fed- 
eral - government. ‘a ” 

Shipping. 

‘The maintenance of a merchant 
marine is of the ‘utmost importance 
for netional defense and the service 
of our commerce. We have a large 
number of ships engaged in that scrv- 
ics. We also have a surplus supply, 
costly to care for, which ought to be 
sold. All the investigations that have 

on made under my direction, and 
those which have been prosecuted in- 
dependently, have reached the ¢n- 
clusion that the fleet should be under 
| the direct control of a single executive 
head, while the shipping board should 
exercise its judicial and ‘regulatory 
functions in accordance with its origi- 
nal conception. The report of Henry 
G. Dalton. a business man of broad 
experience, with a knowledge of ship- 
ping, made to me after careful in- 
vestigation, will be transmitted for 
the information of the congress, the 
studies pursued under the direction 
of the United States chamber of com- 
meree will w#lso be accessible, and 
added to these will be the report of 
the special cemmittee of the house. 

I do not advocate the elimination 
of regiona! considerations, but it has 
become apparent that without cen- 
tralized executive action the manage- 
ment of tiis great business, like the 
management of any other great busi- 
ness, wil) ftounder in incapacity and 
languish under a division of council. 
A plain and unmistakable reassertion 
of this principle of unified control, 
which I have always been advised 
was the intention of the congress to 
apply, is necessary to increase the 
efficiency of our merchant fleet. 

e - Coal. 

The perennial conflict in the coal 
industry is*stfll going on to the great 
detriment of the wage earners, the 
owners, and especially to the public. 
With deposits of coal m this country 
capable of supplying its needs for hun- 
dreds of years, inability to —- 
and control this great resource for the 
benefit of a]l concerned is very close 
to a national economic failure. It 
has been the subject of repeated inves- 
tigation and reiterated recommenda- 
tion. Yet the industry seems never 
to have accepted modern methods of 
adjusting differences between em- 
ployers and employees. The industry 
could serve the public much better 
arid become subject to a much more 
effective method of control if regional 
consolidations and more freedom in 
the formation of marketing associa- 
tions, under the supervision of the

Work 
on the Ohio river will be completed 
in about three years. A modern .‘1an- 
nel connecting Chicago, New Orleans, 
Kansas City and Pittsburgh should 
be laid. and work on the tributaries 
prosecuted. Some work is being done 
of a preparatory nature along the 
Missouri, and large expenditures are 
being made yearly in the lower reaches 
of the Mississippi and its tributaries 
which contribute both to flood control 
and navigation. Preliminary meas- 
ures are being taken on the Colorado 
river project, which is exc.edingly im- 
portant for flood control, irrigation, 
power development and water supply 
to the area concerned. It would seem 
to be very doubtful, however, whether 
it is practical to seeure affirmative 
action of the congress, except under 
a joint agreement of the several 
states, 
The government has already expend- 
ed large sums upon scientific research 
and engineering investigation in pro- 
motion of this Colorado river project. 
The actual progress has been retarded 
for many years by differences among 
the seven states’ in the basin over 
their relative water rights and among 
different groups as to methods. In 
an attempt to settle the primary diffi- 
culty. of the water rights, congress 
authorized the Colorado river com- 
mission which agreed on November 
24, 1922, upon an interstate’ compact 
to settle these rights, subject to the 
ratification of the state legislatures 
and Congress. All seven states ex- 
cept Arizona at one time ratified, the 
Arizona legislature making certain 
reservations which failed to meet the 
approval of the governor. Subse- 
quently_an attempt was made to estab- 
lish the compact upon a six-state 
basis, but in this case California im- 
sed reservations. ‘There appears to 

no division of opinion upon the 
major principles of the compact, but 
difficulty in separating contentions as 
to methods of development from the 
discussion of it. It is imperative that 
flood control be undertaken for 
fornia and Arizona, preparation made 
for irrigation, for power, and for do- 
mestic water.

New York, December 8.~The bond 
market goes merrily on holding its 
position, of course, untouched by some 
of the influences which have affected 
the stock market. Actual trading in 
bonds has not been very heavy, but 
prices hold well after a little prelimi- 
nary scare from the advanced redis- 
count rates in several reserve dis- 


tricts. 

However the prospect of a reduc- 
tion in the maximum surtax to 20 per 
cent has helped to hold bonds up in 
spite of a threat of an increase in in- 
terest rates. 

This proposed reduction wilk have a 
very substantial effect on bond yields 
particularly in the hands of Ja 
holders. For instance a 6 per cent 
bond in the hands of an owner with a 
$50,000 income now yields a net of 
about 4.56 per cent. Under the new 
rates if they are adopted such a bond 
would under the same circumstances 
yield 4.98 per cent, a difference of 32 
cents. 

Since the beginning of last year 
bonds—taking an average of 40 lead- 
ing issues—have increased in listed 
price from 78.8 to 84.5. This is a to- 
tal advance for the 23 months of 
$3.70. The greater part of this net 
advance was scored last year—in fact 
all but 50 cents of it. The actual net 
gain this year is just 50 cents. At 
one time bonds had soared to 85.25. 
But they could not hold that level 
long. Experts believe they will hold 
their present price for a while. 

In the meantime new issues are be- 
ing put out at a livelier rate. There! 
was a brief lull. But in November the 
investment bankers got under way 
again. In that month oan financing 
amounted to $251,381,3 Of course 
the Italian loan poeta for $100,- 
000,000 of that. This was the largest 
loan this year. But also the settle- 
ment with Italy opens the way for a 
renewal of foreign offerings and we 
will probably see not less than $60,- 
000,000 in private Italian bonds on 
the market very quickly.

Georgia’s Cotton Production 


*'Placed at 1,150,000 Bales 


Georgia's cotton crop is thus far 
greater than any previous ¢rop since 
1920, it was reported today by the 
state crop reporting service of the 
United States: bureau of agricultural 
economics, upon issuance of the De- 
cember 1 figures. A crop estimate to 
December 1 shows a production for 
the state this year of 1,150,000 bales 
(500 pound gross) compared with the 
final census report of 1,003,770 for 
1924. 

In 1920 Georgia's production of 
cotton totaled 1,415,000 - bales. 

Ginnings to December 1 this y . 
were 1,167,306 running boles, it 
announced, and the harvested inieaine 
to that date was 3,588,000, compared 
with 3.660.000 acres planted. ased 
on an average which included only. 2 
per’cent of abandoned acreage, it was 
estimated that the average yield was 
153 pounds per acre, as compared 
with the final yield of 157 pounds 
per acre for 1924. 

Georgia cotton was hard hit by 
drouth in northeastern, north-cen- 


tral and parts of upper-middle state, 
most of this Jatter area not having 
had rainfall from before planting time 
until well imto the- harvest season. 
Poor yields were realized in about 30 
counties. of the upper-middle terri- 
tory, it was stated, although later in 
the season more rain than°was ex- 
pected helped to improve conditions. 

Better yields in’ south Georgia, 
however, together with an increase 
in acreage all over the state, boosted 
state production up to approximately 
146,000 bales over last year. A num- 
ber of counties in the south of the 
state are reported to have produced 
more than twice as much cotton in 
1925 as was produced by them last 
year, and shortage of field Jabor has 
been a more or less general cause 
for complai#® in that section. ' 

A feature of the report was an 
absence of weevil damage generally, 
the cotton pest suffering greatly from 
the extremely dry period and doing 
only negligible damage to the state’s 
crop.

Ancient ‘Traveling 


Lis*frought up by this letter: 

‘Dear Unele Ray: I saw that we 
boys: and girls could ask any ques- 
tions on our studies.

Your read- 
er, John C. Steigerwald, age 14.”’ 

Yes, I am glad to have questions, 
rand: the: subject you suggest makes 
@ good-one for an entire story. The 
people. of. ancient. Egypt traveled 
chiefly upon the waters of the ‘Nile 
and its branches. They had rowboats 
and.sailboats. The latter were fitted 
with ofrs as well as with sails. 

When they did travel over land, 


or sat on the back. of a donkey. The 
last method of going anywhere was 
not used by the richest class whe 
thought it beneath their rank. Car- 
goes of cattle, sheep and grain were 


sometimes carried along the Nile 
in the lafger vessels. 

The Babylonians and Assyrians 
used much the same methods of 
travel; but they mastered the art of 
riding horseback. In Babylonio, land 
travel was more common than in 
Egypt. Goods were carried by slaves, 
donkeys, rafts and boats. 

Among the, Greeks, ships were very 
important. heir vessels traveled far 


Greek, Pytheas, even visited the shore 
of Great Britain.. He called the na- 
tives “Pretanes,” meaning “Tainted 
People.”’ 
water travel took pla¢e inthe eastern 
end of the sea. Trading vessels 
passed from Greece to Crete, Phoe- 
nicia and Egypt. More than one 
Greek has left us an account of a 
personal visit, to Egypt. Indeed 
Greeks made up much of the popula- 
tion of Alexandria, in northern 
Egypt, after that city was settled by 
order,of the emperor, Elexander. 
When traveling by land, Greeks oft- 
én rode horseback or donkey back. 
Donkeys were used when mountains 
needed to be crossed. It appears that 
the hoofs of horses were not shod, and 
that kept those animals from use for 
long, hard journeys. Messages .were 
often carried by fleet runners, who 
sped from one city to another. Two 
wheeled carts and four-wheeled wa- 
gous were used in Greece. These were

Greek 
bridges were flimsy affairs, which 
were often washed away by a rising 
stream. Roman bridges were solidly 
built, and several have lasted’ down 
to this day. Remains of Roman roads 
are to be found in different parts of 
Europe.

“Today I met several of my friends 
who have seen me in other races.

Sat- 
terwhite is en route to ashington 
and has not been formally notified of 
her acticn.° 

There is considerable speculation 
here regarding Satterwhite’s next step. 
He professes to have a_ petition 
signed by 50 or wmore . legisla- 
tors authorizing him to issue the 
special call in the event “Ma” 
refused to do so. Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody, arch critic of the Fer- 
gusons, however, has held that the 
cost of the extraordinary meeting 
could not be financed by vrivate in- 
stitutions, as was originally planned, 
and the proposition that legislators 
pay their own expenses while attend- 
ing the assembly has not been favor- 
ably received.
